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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 , 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 is 
objected to because the claim consists of three separate sentences with three separate 
periods and should read as one singular sentence. Further claim 5 includes the 
numbers 3, 5, 6 (lines 1 , 2)in the body of the claim which make the claim confusing and 
unclear. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The expression "the maximum movement distance" (claim 4) 

has no definite antecedent basis in the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a table assembly including a 
stacked table assembly, the structure is comprised of a main table consisting of a 
plurality of primary table legs postured vertically on the floor for support and a minimum 
of two tables stacked under the top of the main table, an upper level table that must be 
a flat surface situated beneath the tabletop of the main table and has a surface area 
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that is smaller that that of the main table tabletop, long leg rods and short leg rods of 
different height are disposed below at the two sides of the tabletop with the short leg 
rods stacked above a lower level table and the long leg rods at the other side vertically 
situated on the floor for support, the lower level table must be a flat surface situated 
beneath the upper level table and has a surface area that is smaller that of the main 
table tabletop, the upper level table is horizontally stacked above the lower level table, 
and long leg rods and short leg rods of different height are disposed below at the two 
sides of the lower level table, each vertically situated on the floor for support. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
